slow progress and for a long time the 
fortunes of-the day seemed uncertain 


Nightfall found the Turks and Bul- 


garians still fighting. 


Fierce Fighting. 


The cannon and rifle fire which had 
been slacking, at once became more 
brisk, while above the combatants the 
searchlights flashed and whirled their 
immense rays around in which little 
balls of white smoke caused by the 
bursting of shrapnel floated like flies 
in a sunbeam,* making even deeper 
the surrounding blackness which was 
punctuated here and 'there by flashes 
from the muzzles of cannons. 


The roar of the siege and field guns 


dominated the rattling of the rifle 
volleys-, and the screeching of shells 
as they hurled through the air. 


Abruptly the searchlights were ex- 


tinguished at ; about 11 o'clock at 
night and the Bulgarian infantry be 
gan to storm the fort at the point of 
.the,'bayonet.--•• Shortly /before mid 
night they had become masters of 
the position and'the Turks were in 
flight.
